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BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN MAY 

Business operations were in heavy volume during May, the index of the 
physical volume of business having been 140-6 compared with 121-4 for the 
same month of last year. The advance was partly due to war demand. In- 
dustry, however, did not reach capacity and a further increase in production 
18 is a probable development. War conditions imply not only greater military | 
19 expenditure on the part of governments, but also-an increase in the output 
of all kinds of raw materials. While the spread of hostilities in Europe depressed 
the sales of certain civilian goods and closed some markets for Canadian export- 
able products, it has directed to Canada a considerable volume of orders from 
other countries whose access to European sources of materials, notably pulp, 
paper and lumber, have been cut off. War orders have had a favourable effect

20 on the construction industry as well as on the consumers’ goods industries. 

The expansion in building operations recently has given impetus to general 

21 . business. New contracts awarded in the five months ending with May amounted 
5 to over $86 million and were 48 p.c. greater in value than those of the like term 
} of 1939. The increase in employment has expanded the purchasing power ql 
of the people resulting in a larger retail trade. : 

22 A number of factors indicating the trend of mineral production showed 

22 ' expansion over the same month of last year. Receipts of gold at the Mint were 

28 t 401,431 fine ounces against 385,020 in May last year. Asbestos exports amounted 

23 to 15,949 tons against 12,176. The output of coal was 1,245,834 tons com- 


pared with 1,124,443 in the same comparison. 

The output of flour was 1,344,293 bbls. in April against 1,114,000 in the 
same month of last year. The manufacture of sugar was 93-9 million pounds 
24 against 98-3 million. The meat-packing industry showed some recession from 
the same period of last year, the index of inspected slaughterings dropping 
from 177-5 to 139. The output of factory cheese rose from about 11 million 
26 ; pounds to 12-9 million while the production of creamery butter was maintained. 
Canned salmon exports were at a much lower level in May. 

The release of cigarettes was 808-3 million against 625-9 million one year 
ago, while cigars made available amounted to 15-8 million against 11-6 million. 
al The consumption of raw cotton amounted to 17-8 million pounds against 9-3 
million in May last year. The factors indicating the trend of operations for 
the forestry industry were much higher in May, the index advancing from 
112-6 one year ago to 142-5 in the month under review. Newsprint production 
rose from 250,015 tons to 323,563. Woodpulp and shingles were exported 
in considerably great volume, while the outward shipments of planks and boards 
declined from 165-5 million feet to 160-2 million. In view of war demands 
the primary iron and steel industry was very much more active than in May 
last year. Gains were also recorded over the preceding month. The index of 
steel ingots rose from 213 in April to 266, while the index of the output of pig 
iron advanced from 139 to 143. Automobile production showed increases 

over both comparisons. The railway freight movement was higher in May 
' than in the same month one year ago, car loadings rising from 214,829 to 236,969. 
Exports of merchandise, excluding gold, were reported at $110-8 million against 
$80-8 million one year ago. 
War contracts placed in Canada by the Defence Purchasing Board, the 
° War Supply Board and the Department of Munitions and Supply from July 14, 
i 1939, to April 30, 1940, totalled $163-6 million. 
_ Agriculture 
The amount of wheat in store was reported at 279-5 million bushels on 


June 14 against 110-2 million for the same week of last year. Accumulative 
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export clearances overseas for the crop year to June 14 was 138-8 million 
bushels and imports into the United States for the same period were 8-8 million 
bushels amounting in all to 147-5 million compared with 123-7 million a year 
ago. For the 46 weeks ended June 14, the wheat receipts in the Prairie Pro- 
vinces amounted to 398-3 million bushels against 280-4 million in the same 
period of the preceding year. 

It was reported that rainfall has been ample for crop growth throughout 
Eastern Canada during the first two weeks of June and in the Prairie Provinces 
it had been distributed in the northern and central districts where it was most 
needed. In the Prairie Provinces, the wheat crop has advanced satisfactorily 
as a whole, although there are some short stands in central Saskatchewan due 
to inadequate moisture and in central Alberta where the season is late. It was 
reported by Broomhall that European crops, already suffering from the effects 
of a bad winter and late spring, were recently beset by hot, dry weather in 
the western and central sections. Further deterioration is now feared unless 
early rains are received in some sections. In the south-eastern areas further 
crop complaints are being received, particularly in the Danubian countries. 

Sale of 78,400,000 pounds of Canadian cheese to the British Ministry of 
Food was announced on May 22. The price was 14 cents per pound, f.o.b. 
boat or rail at Montreal for first grade. The agreement will take care of Can- 
ada’s normal exportable surplus. Commodities produced on Canadian farms 
during 1939 had an estimated gross value of $1,171 million, an increase of $108-3 
million over the preceding year. The gain was accounted for largely by in- 
creases of 15-3 per cent for field crops and 24-8 per cent for farm animals. 
The values of poultry products and flax and wool also showed slight increases, 

Canadian production and shipments of newsprint in May recorded wide 
increases over a year ago. At 334,441 tons shipments represented 87-9 per 
cent of capacity, exceeded production by some 10,800 tons and established 
a new high level for that month in the history of the industry. Production 
was the highest at 323,563 tons for any month on record, exceeded April by 
nearly 55,000 tons, and the same month a year ago by 73,000 tons, or 29-4 
per cent. For the five months January to May, Canadian production totalled 
1,326,644 tons, an increase of 20-5 per cent. Rationing of newsprint begins 
in Australia, July 1. Dailies exceeding 72 pages weekly and weekly and Sunday 
newspapers of more than 28 and 48 pages, respectively, will be reduced by 35 
per cent of their tonnages used in 1938-39. An advance of $11.00 per ton in 
the price of unbleached sulphite pulp for third quarter delivery was announced 
to regular contract customers by major producers. Soda pulp price also for 
third quarter delivery to regular contract customers was increased $8.00 per ton. 

The expansion in railway traffic in May, as compared with the same month 
one year ago, resulted in an increase of the gross revenues of the two main 
railways from $26-5 million in May one year ago to $30-9 million in the month 
under review. For both railway systems gross revenues were greater than in 
any other May since 1930. 

_ It was announced on June 18 that sharp increases were made by Lloyd’s 
im marine cargo war risk insurance rates. The rate on voyages between North, 
Central and South America and the United Kingdom, not east of Southampton, 
rose £73 per £100. Previously the rate was £5 per £100 for Allied and neutral 
flags. American marine insurance underwriters withdrew on May 28 all rate 
schedules for war risk insurance on shipments between the western hemisphere and 
the English east coast north of Southampton and the French coast north of Brest. 


Trade. 

_ _ Sales in Canadian department stores during May, 1940, were 10 per cent 
higher than in the corresponding month of last year, while a gain of 6 per cent 
was recorded over April, 1940. Sales during the first five months of 1940 were 
13 per cent higher than sales for the same period a year ago. The adjusted 
index of sales was 82-8 in May against 75-2 in the same month of 1939. April 
retail sales were 4-1 per cent higher than in March and 6 per cent higher than 
in April, 1939. 





EMPLOYMENT IN ALL INDUSTRIES 
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Canadian domestic exports in May advanced to a new high level. being 
$109-9 million compared with $86-6 million in April and $79-9 million in May, 
1939. Sale of securities by Canada to all countries in April amounted to $16 
million and in March $15 million, and $26-7 million in April one year ago. 
Purchases from all countries totalled $12 million against $11-3 million in March 
and $21-6 million in April, one year ago. 


Finance. 


Thousands of persons in all parts of Canada have turned in foreign exchange 
in cash or in bank balances to the Foreign Exchange Control Board in response 
to the request that all such foreign credits be turned over by May 31. Returns 
indicate a large sum in foreign exchange will be available for the Government’s 
war purchasing outside Canada. 

On May 22, the Toronto Stock Exchange issued an order to members to 
permit no further short selling of stocks until further notice. This measure 
was taken by the management committee in an effort to stem the decline of 
prices that has been under way after the Germans commenced intensified 
warfare. 

Payment by the Government of loans to the Canadian Wheat Board on 
the 1938 crop was chiefly responsible for a drop of $49-9 million in current 
loans during April. Demand deposits were more than $83 million greater 
as a result of Government spending, exchange fund transfer and various other 
shifts. 

Dominion Government revenues in May amounted to $137-7 million 
against $67-2 million for expenditures. Thus income in May was $70-5 million 
in excess of expenditures. A year ago revenue amounted to $105-2 million 
and expenditures $47-2 million, leaving an excess of more than $58 million. 

The Dominion Government sold to the chartered banks and the Bank of 
Canada five-year two per cent bonds amounting to 65 million. The sale price 
was 99-375 per cent and accrued interest and the cost to the Government 
was 2-13 per cent. The bonds were dated March 1, 1940, maturing on the 
same date of 1945. Proceeds from the sale of this issue, together with cash 
from the Dominion Treasury, were used for the redemption on June 1, 1940, 
of $80 million of four-year 1-5 per cent bonds. 

War savings certificates were offered on May 27, contributing to the Allied 
cause by the regular investments of low salaried and low-wage people. The 
war savings certificates are in five denominations, all of them being sold at a 
discount, the full amount being returnable in 7} years. At the end of the 
period the full amount is payable to the holder, which means the holder has in 
that period received interest at 3 per cent per annum, the interest being com- 
pounded every six months. 

The Bank of Canada announced the sale of $40 million of Dominion of 
Canada treasury bills due September 13. Average discount price of the ac- 
cepted bills was 99-8162 and average yield 0-7377 per cent. 

Since the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act was instituted in 1934, 
farm obligations have been reduced $67-8 million and farm debt interest charges 
cut $5-5 million a year. These reductions were effected on a farm debt of 
$195-9 million considered by boards of review. Settlements were brought 
about either by voluntary arrangement or through proposals made by the boards. 

The Dominion budget for the year 1940-41, presented to the House of 
Commons on June 24, estimated grand total expenditures in 1939-40 at $680-5 
million, while revenue aggregated $561-1 million. The deficit of $118 million 
was due entirely to war expenditure. An improvement of $17 million was 
shown in the deficit on government owned-enterprises. The national net debt 
was reported at $3,271 millions. The probable deficit in the present fiscal year 
was placed at a minimum of $500 million.

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STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


Les opérations commerciales sont considérables en mai et l’indice du volume physique se 
place A 140-6 comparativement A 121-4 le méme mois de I’an dernier. L’avance est partielle- 
ment due A la demande de guerre. Toutefois, l'industrie n’atteint pas son plein rendement 
et une autre augmentation de la production est un développement probable. Les conditions 
de guerre impliquent non seulement de plus grandes dépenses militaires de la part des gouverne- 
ments, mais aussi une accélération de la production de toutes sortes de matiéres premiéres. Bien 
que l’extension des hostilités en Europe ait fait languir la vente de certains articles destinés aux 
civils et fermé quelques marchés aux produits exportables du Canada, elle a dirigé sur notre 
pays un volume considérable de commandes des autres pays qui n’ont plus accés aux sources 
européennes de matiéres premiéres, notamment la pulpe, la papier et le bois d’ceuvre. Les 
commandes de guerre ont eu un effet favorable sur ]’industrie du batiment de méme que sur les 
industries des articles de consommation au Canada. L’expansion récente des opérations dans 
le bitiment a donné de |’impulsion aux affaires en général. Les nouveaux contrats adjugés 
pendant les cinq mois terminés en mai s’élévent A plus de $86,000,000 et sont de 48 p.c. plus con- 
sidérables en valeur que ceux de la méme période de 1939. L’augmentation de l’emploiement 
a fait crottre le pouvoir d’achat des individus et a eu pour résultat l’expansion du commerce de 
détail. 

Un certain nombre de facteurs tracant l’orientation de la production minérale montrent 
une amélioration sur le méme mois de l’an dernier. Les arrivages d’or 4 la Monnaie se placent 
& 401,431 onces fines contre 385,020 en mai l’an dernier. Les exportations d’amiante s’éta 
blissent 4 15,949 tonnes’en regard de 12,176. La production de charbon s’éléve 4 1,245,834 
tonnes comparativement 4 1,124,443. 


La production de farine est de 1,344,293 barils en avril, 4 rapprocher de 1,114,000 le méme 
mois de l’an dernier. La production de sucre se place 4 93,900,000 livres contre 98,300,000. 
L’industrie des abattoirs et salaisons rétrograde un peu en regard de la méme période de I’an 
dernier et l’indice des abatages inspectés tombe de 177-5 4 139. La production de fromage de 
fabrique augmente de 11,000,000 de livres 4 12,900,000, tandis que la production de beurre de 
crémerie se maintient. Les exportations de saumon en bofte touchent un niveau beaucoup 
plus bas en mai. L 

Les dédouanements de cigarettes s’élévent 4 808,300,000 contre 629,900,000 l’an dernier, 
tandis que les cigares rendus disponibles pour la consommation se chiffrent 4 15,800,000 compa- 
rativement 4 11,600,000. La consommation de coton brut se place 4 17,800,000 livres, 4 rap- 
procher de 9,300,000 en mai l’an dernier. Les facteurs indiquant la marche des opérations de 
lindustrie forestiére sont beaucoup plus élevés en mai et l’indice monte de 112-6 l’an dernier 4 
142-5 le mois sous revue. La production de papier 4 journal augmente de 250,015 tonnes a 
323,563. Les exportations de pulpe de bois et de bardeaux sont considérables en volume, tandis 
que les expéditions de madriers et planches déclinent de 165,500,000 pieds 4 160,200,000. Par 
suite des demandes de guerre la sidérurgie est beaucoup plus active qu’en mai l’an dernier; elle 
accuse également des gains sur le mois précédent. L’indice de la production d’acier en lingots 
monte de 213 en avril 4 266, tandis que celui de la production de fonte en gueuse avance de 139 & 
143. La production d’automobile augmente dans les deux comparaisons. En mai le trafic- 
marchandises des chemins de fer est plus considérable que celui du méme mois il y a un an, les 
chargements augmentant de 214,829 wagons a 236,969. Les exportations de marchandises (4 
l’exclusion de l’or) s’établissent 4 $110,800,000 contre $80,800,000 l’an dernier. 

Les contrats de guerre placés au Canada par la Commission des Achats de Guerre, la Com- 
mission des Approvisionnements de Guerre et le Ministére des Munitions et Approvisionnements, 
du 14 juillet 1939 au 30 avril 1940, se chiffrent 4 $163,600,000. 
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Agriculture. 


La quantité de blé en magasin le 14 juin est de 279,500,000 boisseaux, en regard de 110,- 
200,000 la méme semaine de l’an dernier. Les expéditions outre-mer durant la campagne 
jusqu’au 14 juin atteignent un total de 138,800,000 boisseaux et les importations aux Etats-Unis 
pendant la méme période se placent A 8,800,000 boisseaux, soit 147,500,000 boisseaux en tout 
comparativement A 123,700,000 l’an dernier. Au cours des 46 semaines terminées le 14 juin les 
arrivages de blé dans les Provinces des Prairies s’élévent 4 398,300,000 boisseaux, 4 rapprocher 
de 280,400,000 la méme période de l’année précédente. 


Tl a plu abondamment dans |’Est du Canada les deux premiéres semaines de juin et la pluie 
est tombée dans les districts du nord et du centre des Provinces des Prairies ov il en fallait. Dans 
les Provinces des Prairies les cultures de blé ont fait des progrés satisfaisants dans |’ensemble; 
cependant, les tiges ne sont pas hautes en certains endroits du centre de la Saskatchewan, par 
suite de l’insuffisance d’humidité, et dans le centre de |’ Alberta od la saison est en retard. Broom- 
hall a rapporté que les cultures européennes, qui avaient déja souffert des effets d’un mauvais 
hiver et d’un printemps tardif, ont récemment été assaillies par la chaleur et la sécheresse dans les 
régions occidentales et centrales. On craint maintenant plus ample détérioration s’il ne pleut pas 
bientét en quelques sections. Dans les régions du sud-est on se plaint encore des cultures, par- 
ticuliérement dans les pays du Danube. 


La vente de 78,400,000 livres de fromage canadien au Ministére britannique des Aliments a 
été annoncée le 22 mai. Le prix est de 14 cents la livre f.o.b. vaisseau ou rail 4 Montréal, pour la 
premiére qualité. L’accord porte sur le surplus exportable normal du Canada. Les denrées 
produites sur les fermes canadiennes en 1939 ont une valeur brute estimative de $1,171,000,000, 
augmentation de $108,300,000 sur l’année précédente. Le gain s’explique largement par les 
augmentations de 15-3 p.c. pour les grandes cultures et de 24-8 p.c. pour les animaux de ferme. 
Il y a également une légére augmentation de la valeur des produits de basse-cour, du lin et de la 
laine. 


La production et les expéditions canadiennes de papier A journal en mai montrent de forte 
augmentations sur celles de l’année derniére. Les expéditions de 334,441 tonnes représentent 
87-9 p.c. du plein rendement, excédent la production de quelque 10,800 tonnes et atteignent une 
nouvelle cime pour ce mois dans histoire de l'industrie. La production de 323,653 tonnes est 
la plus forte pour tout mois du relevé, surpasse celle d’avril par prés de 55,000 tonnes et celle 
du méme mois de l’an dernier par 73,000: tonnes ou 29-4 p.c. La production canadienne des 
cing mois (janvier 4 mai) s’établit 4 1,326,644 tonnes, augmentation de 20-5 p.c. Le rationne- 
ment du papier & journal commencera le ler juillet en Australie. Les quotidiens de plus de 72 
pages par semaine, les hebdomadaires de plus de 28 pages et les journaux du dimanche de plus 
de 48 pages seront réduits de 35 p.c. de leur tonnage de 1938-39. Les grands producteurs ont 
annoncé A leurs clients réguliers achetant 4 forfait une hausse de $11-00 la tonne pour la pulpe au 
sulfite non blanchie qui sera livrée au cours du troisiéme trimestre. La pulpe & la soude pour 
livraison durant le troisiéme trimestre aux clients réguliers achetant 4 forfait a également été 
augmentée de $8-00 la tonne. 


L’expansion du trafic ferroviaire en mai, comparativement au méme mois ]’an dernier, a pour 
résultat une augmentation des recettes brutes des deux principaux réseaux de $26,500,000 en mai 
Pan dernier 4 $30,900,000 le mois sous revue. Les recettes brutes des deux chemins de fer sont 
plus considérables qu’en tout autre mois de mai depuis 1930. 


Le 18 juin on a annoncé que les Lloyds avaient brusquement augmenté leurs taux d’assu- 
rance maritime contre les risques de guerre. Le taux pour les cargaisons entre l’Amérique du 
Nord, l’ Amérique Centrale et l’Amérique du Sud et le Royaume-Uni (non 4 1’est de Southampton) 
a monté de £7 par £100. Auparavant le taux était de £5 par £100 pour les bateaux battant 
pavillons allié et neutre. Le 28 mai les assureurs maritimes américains ont retiré toutes les listes 
de taux d’assurance contre les risques de guerre sur les expéditions entre I’hémisphére occidental 
et la céte orientale anglaise au nord de Southampton et le littoral francais au nord de Brest. 
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Commerce intérieur 


En mai 1940 les ventes des magasins 4 rayons au Canada sont de 10 p.c. plus fortes que celles 
du mois correspondant de l’an dernier et de 6 p.c. plus considérables que celles d’avril 1940. 
Les ventes des cinq premiers mois de 1940 surpassent de 13 p.c. celles de la méme période de |’an 
dernier. L’indice ajusté des ventes s’établit 4 82-8 en mai, comparativement 4 75-2 le méme 
mois de 1939. En avril les ventes de détail excédent de 4-1 celles de mars et de 6 p.c. celles 
d’avril 1939. 


Les exportations canadiennes touchent une nouvelle cime en mai, soit $109,900,000 contre 
$86,600,000 en avril et $79,900,000 en mai 1939. Les ventes de valeurs mobiliéres par le Canada 
aux autres pays se chiffrent 4 $16,000,000, comparativement 4 $15,000,000 en mars et $26,- 
700,000 en avril l’an dernier. Les achats faits 4 tous les pays s’élévent & $12,000,000, a rap- 
procher de $11,300,000 en mars et $21,600,000 en avril l’an dernier. 


Des milliers de personnes dans toutes les parties du Canada ont converti leurs devises étran- 
géres en espéces ou en soldes bancaires pour les mettre a la disposition de la Commission de 
Contréle du Change Etranger, en réponse & sa demande de remettre ces crédits étrangers le 31 
mai. Les rapports indiquent que le Gouvernement disposera d’une forte somme de change 
étranger pour ses achats de guerre en dehors du Canada. 


Le 22 mai la Bourse de Toronto a publié un ordre 4 ses membres prohibant la vente de titres 
& découvert, jusqu’A nouvel avis. Cette mesure a été prise par le conseil d’administration dans 
un effort pour endiguer le déclin des cours qui s’est poursuivi aprés que les Allemands eurent 
commencé & intensifier la guerre. 


Les préts que le Gouvernement a remboursés 4 la Commission Canadienne du Blé sur la 
récolte de 1938 sont la principale cause d’une diminution de $49,900,000 dans les préts courants 
en avril. Les préts 4 demande ont augmenté de plus de $83,000,000 par suite des dépenses gou- 
vernementales, du transfert de fonds de change et de divers autres déplacements. 


En mai les recettes du Gouvernement fédéral s’élévent 4 $137,700,000 et les dépenses, & 
$67,200,000. Ainsi donc, les recettes en mai excédent les dépenses de $70,500,000. L’an der- 
nier les recettes s’établissaient 4 $105,200,000 et les dépenses, 4 $47,200,000, laissant un excédent 
de plus de $58,000,000. 


Le Gouvernement fédéral a vendu aux banques A charte et 4 la banque du Canada des obli- 
gations A 2 p.c., cing ans, au montant de $65,000,000. Le prix de vente est de 99-375 p.c. et 
Vintérét couru, et il en cofite 2-13 p.c. au Gouvernement. Les obligations sont datées du ler 
mars 1940 et deviennent échues la méme date de 1945. Le produit de cette émission de méme 
que des contributions en espéces du Trésor fédéral ont servi 4 racheter le ler juin 1940 des obli- 
gations & 1} p.c., quatre ans, de $80,000,000. 


Le 27 mai on a offert des certificats d’épargne de guerre, pour que les petits salariés contri- 
buent A la cause des Alliés en faisant des placements réguliers. Les certificats d’épargne de 
guerre sont en cing coupures, ils sont vendus au rabais et leur montant intégral est remboursable 
en 73 ans. A la fin de la période le montant intégral est payable au détenteur, ce qui veut dire 
que pendant cette période il recoit un intérét de 3 p.c. par année, l’intérét étant composé tous les 
six mois. 

La Banque du Canada a annoncé la vente de $40,000,000 de bons du Trésor du Dominion du 
Canada échéant le 13 septembre. L’escompte moyen des bons acceptés a été de 99-8162 et 
le rendement moyen, de 0-7377 p.c. 

Depuis I’établissement de la loi d’arrangement entre cultivateurs et créanciers de 1934, les 
dettes des cultivateurs ont été réduites de $67,800,000 et les frais d’intérét sur la dette agricole 
ont été diminué de $5,500,000 par année. Ces réductions ont été effectuées sur une dette agri- 
cole de $195,900,000, sous la juridiction des commissions de revision. On en est venu 4 des 
réglements soit par arrangement volontaire, soit 4 la suite de propositions faites par les commis- 
sions.
